The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: With regard to claim 5, the prior art does not 
disclose a compound bow having a riser with a limb seat 
mounted on each end; each limb seat having a bottom wall, 
upstanding side walls, an upstanding end wall, and an open 
end for receiving a limb; each limb seat receiving a limb 
cup, formed of vibration damping material and having a 
bottom wall, upstanding side walls, an upstanding end wall, 
and an open end for receiving a limb; and a fastener 
extending through the limb, cup, and seat and into the 
riser to secure the limb to the riser. 

With regard to claim 12, the prior art does not 
disclose a compound bow having a riser with a limb seat 
mounted on each end; a damper carried at each riser end 
inboard of the limb seat; a resilient limb vibration 
receptor located between the limb seat and the limb, and 
including wall portions for engaging the bottom, side 
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walls, and end wall of each limb; and a fastener extending 
through each limb, limb receptor, limb seat, and into the 
damper for securing the limb to the riser.
